1. PLEA AGREEM ENT

The United States and the defendant have reached the following agreement, which is not

15 Justice and cannot bind any other federal, state or local prosecuting, administrativey or regulatory

l 6 authority. But, this Plea M emorandum does not prohibit the United States through any agency

17 thereof, the Criminal Division of the United States Department of Justice, or any third party from

18 initiating or prosecuting any civil proceeding directly or indireotly involving the Defendant,

19 including but not limited to, proceedings under the False Claims Act relating to potential civil

2 0 monetary liability or by the Internal Revenue Service relating to potential tax liability.

l 3 24. Defendant agrees that if Defendant, at mly time aher the signature of this

14 M emorandum and execution of all required certitications by Defendant, Defendant's counsel, and

15 for the government, knowingly violates or fails to perform any of Defendant's obligations tmder

16 this Memorandum (çça breach''), the government may declare this Memorandum breached. Al1 of

17 Defendant's obligations are m aterial, a single breach of this is sufficient for the governm ent to

18 declare a breach, arld Defendant shall not be deemed to have cured a breach without the express

l 9 agreement of the government in writing. lf the government declares this breached, and the Court

2 o finds such a breach to have occurred, then: (a) if Defendant has previously entered a guilty plea

l p ursuant to this Memorandum, Defendant will not be able to withdraw the guilty plea, and (b) the2 1 E p
22 government will be relieved of al1 its obligations under this M em oratzdum .

2 3 II. PENALTY

24 25. The maximum penalty for a violation of Title 18, United Sutes Code, Section

2 5 1349, is imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) years, a $1,000,000 fine, or both. Defendant is

2 6 also subject to supervised release for a term of not greater th% tive (5) years.

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1 26. Supervised release is a period of time foliowing imprisomnent dming which

t i2 I Defendant will be subject to various restrictions and requirements. Defendant understands that if

3 Defendant violates one or more of the conditions of any supervised release imposed, Defendant

4 may be returned to prison for a11 or part of the term of supervised release, which could result in

5 Defendant serving a total term of imprisonment greater than the statutory m aximum stated above.

6 27. Defendant is required to pay for the costs of imprisonment, probation, and

7 supelwised release, unless the Defendarlt establishes that the Defendant does not have the ability to

8 pay such costs, in which case the court m ay impose an alternative sanction such as comm unity

9 senice.

2 0 29. Defendant is pleading guilty because Defendant is guilty of the charged offenses.

2 1 30. Defendrt specifically admits and declares under penalty of perjury that a1l of the
2 2 facts set forth below are true and correct: '

23 31, From as early ms in or about April 2006 through at least in or about Februazy

24 2007, Defendant knowingly participated in a scheme to control various Homeowner Association

25 (HOA) boards of directors so that the HOA boards would award the handling of constructionI

l defect lawsuits and remedial constnzction contracts to a 1aw srm and construction company2 6
2-7 designated by Defendant's co-conspirators.

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l 32. In order to accomplish this scheme, co-conspirators acted as straw ptlrchasers of

2 properties in numerous Nevada HOA communities. Defendant was aware that co-conspirators

3 managed and operated the payments associated with mainoining these straw properties by running

4 a so-called ttBi1l Pay Programs'' pursuant to which co-conspirators funded the properties at the

5 direction of a co-conspirator. M any of the payments on these straw properties were wired from

6 California to Nevada. Defendant was aware that co-conspirators also transferred an interest in

7 some of the units to other co-conspirators to make it appear as if the co-conspirator was a bonafide

8 homeowner,

9 33. The straw purchasers and those who acquired a transferred interest in a tmit agreed

10 to run for election to the respective HOA boards. These co-conspirators were paid in cash, check,

11 or promised things of value for their participation, all of which resulted in a personal tinancial

12 benest to the co-conspirators.

13 34. To ensure these co-conspirators would win the elections, Defendant was aware that

14 her co-conspirators employed deceitful tactics, such as taking control of preparing and sending out

15 ballots, putting waterm arks on ballots so that they could trace the ballots, using mailing lists to send

16 ballots to homeowners and trace the returned voted ballots, and having the voted ballots sent to the

17 property management companies that they controlled so that they would have access to the ballots.

18 Defendant observed her co-conspirators using mailing lists to mail voting ballots to Vistana

19 homeowners, who would vote for co-conspirators who had been prom oted for HOA board

2 O positions. Defendant and her co-conspirators were instructed by a co-conspirator to use her position

2 1 as property m anager at Chateau Nouveau to send em ails to the hom eowners that were intended to

2 2 sm ear the reputation of bonafide board members, which she and other co-conspirators did.

2 3 35. Another tactic the co-conspirators used to rig certain H0A board elections was to

2 4 prepare forged ballots for out-of-town homeowners and either cause them to be transported or

2 5 mailed to Califom ia and thereafter to have the ballots mailed back to Las Vegas from various

2 6 locations around California so as to make it appear that the ballots were completed and mailed by

2 7 bonafide homeowners residing in other states.

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l 36, Co-conspirators also attempted to create the appearance that the elections were

2 legitimate by hiring independent attorneys to run the HOA board elections. The homeowners were

3 led to believe that these Gtspecial election masters'' were supposed to: (i) contact the bonafide

4 homeowners to inform them of the election', (ii) mail the bonafide homeowners election ballots and

5 voting instructions; (iii) collect and secure those election ballots returned by mail until the date of

6 the election; and, (iv) preside over the HOA board election, including supervising the counting of

7 j ballots. However, they, too, were paid in cash, check, and promised things of value, by or on behalfl
i l

8 of Defendant's co-conspirators for their assistance in rigging the elections.1
9 I 37. Once elected, the co-conspirator board members would meet with other co-' 

j

l 0 conspirators in order to manipulate board votes, including the selection of property managers,

l l contractors, and general counsel for the HOA and attorneys to represent the HOA.

12 38. Once hired, the co-conspirator property managers, including Defendant, were

13 paid in cash, check, or things of value for using their positions to gain or attempt to gain inside

14 information and provide it to co-conspirators in furtherarme of their efforts to obtain remediation

l 5 and construction defect repair work and construction defect litigation work on behalf of the HOAs.

16 39, ln or around Septem ber 2006, Defendant agreed with co-conspirators to open a

17 new property management company, which would be owned and controlled by these co-

18 conspirators, for the purpose of managing the HOA board at Chateau Nouveau and others. As

19 compensation for her participation in the conspiracy, Defendant was given a weekly salary, among

2 o other things, from her co-conspirators. Defendant ran a11 of a co-conspirator's personal expenses on

2 1 a com pany credit card for which Defendmlt was a guarantor, which was reimbtlrsed to her by a co-

22 conspirator. At a co-conspirator's instruction, Defendmlt obselwed a co-conspirator cause on-site

2 3 maintenance personnel at Chateau Nouveau to quit and Defendant and her co-conspirator paid

2 4 through the property marlagement company several of the co-conspirator's employees to work at

2 5 Chateau Nouveau in order to conceal the employees' relationship with the co-conspirator and so

2 6 that the co-conspirator would have loyal employees working at the community.

2 7
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1 40. Defendant further concealed from the bonafide homeowners the relationship

2 that she and the property management company that she headed had with their co-conspirators in

3 order to enstlre that the HOA hire the property management company.

4 41. This process created the appearance of legitimacy since bonafide homeowners

5 believed the elected board members and property managers were, as iiduciaries, acting in their best

6 interest rather than to advance the tinancial interests of co-conspirators. In fact Defendant and

7 others were paid and received things of value by or on behalf of her co-conspirators for her

8 assistance in using her position to manipulate the HOA's business and to further the goals of the

9 conspiracy, and to enrich the co-conspirators at the expense of the HOA and the bonafide
l !

zo 11 homeowners. In addition, oetkndant was aware that others were paid or received things of value by
j '

l 1 or on behalf of their co-conspirators for their assistance in pklrchasing the properties, obtaining1
12 1 j HOA membership status, and rigging elections.
